Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant made the point that the prior art considered as a whole 
fails to suggest that the hand sanitizing flexible polymeric packet have an insert disposed in the packet so that the 
insert bears a meaningful communication and provides a structural stiffness to the packet that prevents siginificant 
wadding of the packet such as when in a pants pocket. It was agreed that the prior art did not suggest such a 
combination of structure, and the independent claims were amended accordingly. The non-elected method claims were 
not agreed to be amended commensurate with the allowable product claims, as in Ochiai/Brouwer, and were agreed to 
be cancelled .

Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary.

It Is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. \\ 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Fomn will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.
